Wants  subjects  other  than  mintmarks  added  to  "Numystenies" 

About  "Numysteries"  - I think  it's  a great  idea  but  why  limit  it  to 
the  mintmark  area  of  numismatics?  I have  several  things  for  which  I 
would  like  to  have  an  informed  opinion  from  our  more  knowledgeable 
members.  For  instance: 

The  lowest,  or  sometimes  two  lowest,  denominations , of  pre-World  War  I 
European  (including  Russia)  coins  when  found  in  uncirculated  condition 
are  most  often  dated  1912  or  1913.  This  fact  should  be  kept  in  mind 
when  in  the  market  for  a type  coin,  because  some  dealers  offer  a 
substantially  lower  price  for  these  dates  while  others  do  not. 

I have  had  several  explanations  from  people  who  confessed  they  weren't 
sure,  but  were  willing  to  guess  or  recount  vaguely  remembered  "facts" 
they  once  heard.  Among  the  most  logical  are: 

1)  Since  these  coins  were  current  in  those  countries  just  before  the 
war  disrupted  things  it  is  logical  that  they  would  be  pocketed  by 
persons  fleeing  the  war  and  squirreled  away  when  they  got  to  the 
U.S.A.  as  keep  sakes  of  the  old  country. 

2)  They  were  included  as  a give-a-way  prizes  in  boxes  of  cereal. 

3)  A company  in  New  England  was  very  active  just  before  the  war  in 
promoting  catalog  sales  of  inexpensive  foreign  coins.  It  is 
natural  that  they  would  have  stocked  and  sold  the  currently  avail- 
able dates. 

Can  anyone  offer  an  authoritative  explanation  for  this  phenomena?

Adds  varieties  known  to  dates  of  Peruvian  coins 

The  article  by  Thomas  P.  Rockwell  in  the  May  issue  was  excellent. 
Calendars  and  dating  - in  the  infinite  variety  - are  a fascinating 
subject.  The  dating  of  Peruvian  coins  is  actually  even  more  compli- 
cated than  shown  in  the  article.  A1  Almanzar  and  Dale  A.  Seppa  ( The 
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Coins  of  Peru 3 1822-1972 ) and  Robert  P.  Harris  (A  Guide  Book  of  Mod- 
em Latin  American  Coins)  list  the  following  varieties  for  the  5,  10 
and  20  centavo  coins  of  the  30' s and  early  40' s.  I can  verify  most 
of  these  from  my  own  collection.

Additions  and  Corrections  to  "Dating  Systems"  article  in  May  issue 

The  article  in  the  May  issue  ("Dating  Systems  on  Coins  Since  1000 
A.D.")  relating  to  the  star  dates  on  Spanish  coins  was  interesting 
but  not  factual.  The  star  dating  of  Spanish  coins  was  discontinued 
in  1982  after  the  issue  of  the  Spain  1982  World  Cup  Soccer  coins 
which  had  the  date  1980  with  the  star  dates  of  1980,  1981  and  1982. 
The  new  issues  dated  1982  and  1983  have  no  stars  (six-pointed  to 
indicate  the  Madrid  mint)  but  have  a crowned  M. 

The  Y-A55  1869  1 Peseta  has  no  star  date. 

The  Y-105  1937  50  Centimos  has  star  dates  3-4  and  3-6  on  the  obverse. 

The  set  of  coins  with  E-51  in  the  stars  are  Y116  1949  50  Centimos, 

Y-113  1947  1 Peseta  and  Y-117  1949  5 Pesetas  and  thus  do  not  have  a 

large  date  of  1951 . 

The  Y-126  1975  50  Centimos  has  the  star  date  19-76  on  the  obverse. 

Also,  include  the  set  of  coins  where  the  star  and  star  date  were  re- 
placed by  the  letters  "BA"  to  commemorate  a Barcelona  Numismatic  Ex- 
position. The  coins,  Y-118,  Y-119  and  Y-120,  have  the  date  of  1957 
on  the  obverse.

CONDOR:  Gold  coins  of  Chile  and  Ecuador  named  for  the  Condor  on  the 

reverse  of  each.  In  Chile,  it  was  the  10  pesos  (a  1/2  and  multiples 
were  also  struck)  with  a value  in  1932  of  U.S.  $7.30.  In  Ecuador, 
it  was  a 25  Sucre  piece  with  a Condor  reverse,  with  an  exchange  value 
in  1932  of  U.S.  $4.8666,  same  as  the  British  pound  at  the  time.

BOLIVIA  & LISBON 


Bolivia's  150th  Anniversary  of  Independence  was  marked  on  three  silver 
coins  in  1975.  The  Lisbon  Mint,  Portugal,  was  chosen  to  strike  these 
similar  silver  coins  with  the  busts  of  Bolivar  and  the  then  current 
president  Banzer  in  100  (Y-73),  250  (Y-74)  and  500  ( Y- 75 ) Peso  Bol- 
iviano coins.  Reportedly  these  are  the  first  coins  the  Lisbon  Mint 
struck  for  a foreign  government. 
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TAVERN  TOKENS  OF  THE  BRITISH  ISLES

An  area  of  numismatics  which  is  receiving  increased  attention  is  one 
related  to  the  Tavern  or  Pub  checks  of  later  19th  and  early  20th  cen- 
turies Great  Britain.  This  article  provides  an  overview  of  these 
pieces,  provided  to  acquaint  collectors  with  a fascinating  field,  one 
intimately  involved  with  the  histories  of  many  localities  in  the  Bri- 
tish Isles.  In  that  part  of  the  world  they  have  been  called  vari- 
ously Tavern  Tokens,  Beer  Tickets  or  Public  House  Checks.  In  the 
United  States  such  pieces  are  currently  called  Rain  Checks,  Drink 
Tokens  and  Bar  Tokens  among  other  designations.  In  Germany  they  are 
called  Biermarken.  Worldwide  there  are  many  common  legends  for  ex- 
ample GUT  FUR  EIN  BIER  (Germany),  GOED  VOER  EEN  BIER  (Netherlands), 

BON  (France  and  Luxembourg),  or  CORA  (Mexico).  However  these  latter 
are  not  the  immediate  concern  of  this  article,  other  than  to  show  that 
such  pieces  are  of  international  use. 

Considerable  research  has  been  done  on  the  British  and  Irish  pieces. 
The  works  of  Anthony  Gunstone,  Director  of  the  Lincolnshire  Museums, 
Mr.  R.N.P.  Hawkins  of  Croydon,  and  Dr.  Neil  Todd,  Adjunct  Professor 
in  Genetics  and  Biology  at  Boston  University  (USA)  provide  the  main 
sources  for  this  article.  The  latter  has  published  copiously  in  re- 
cent years  on  this  particular  topic  (see  the  Bibliography),  and  some 
of  the  most  important  scholarly  work  can  be  credited  to  him.

R.N.P.  Hawkins  indicates  that  the  tokens'  basic  function  was  to  publi- 
cize and  promote  the  use  of  the  particular  issuing  premises.  Some- 
times and  concurrently  they  were  used  to  advertise  the  arrival  of  a 
new  proprietor.  Todd  adds  that  their  purpose  was  to  provide  greater 
fiscal  security  by  being  used  as  prepaid  receipts  for  drinks.  Gunstone 
notes  that  there  were  a number  of  probable  uses: 


"a)  since  gamblina  for  cash  in  public  places  was  illegal  under 
the  1845  Gaming  Act,  these  tickets  could  have  been  bought 
from  the  publican  and  used  as  an  alternative  to  money; 

b)  the  tickets  were  used  as  prizes  for  games  of  skittles, 
darts,  bagatelle  or  dominoes; 
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c)  those  public  houses  which  had  a concert  hall,  bowling  green, 
or  skittle  alley  would  charge  a small  entrance  fee  and 
then  refund  all  or  part  of  the  charge  in  tickets  which 
could  be  exchanged  for  drink  or  tobacco.  This  ensured 

that  visitors  spent  some  money  and  did  not  receive  an  eve- 
ning's warmth  or  entertainment  for  nothing; 

d)  employers  of  casual  labour  could  pay  for  services  using 
beer  tickets.  These  would  probably  have  been  bought  in 
bulk  at  a suitable  discount.  Certain  auctioneers  used 
tickets  in  this  way; 

e)  wives  bought  a supply  of  tickets  on  pay  day  and  then  ra- 
tioned their  husbands'  drinking  during  the  week; 

f)  a drinker  when  offered  a drink  would  take  a ticket  for  use 
on  another  occasion; 

g)  the  tickets  may  have  been  given  as  refunds  on  returned 
bottles  and  containers; 

h)  the  tickets  may  have  been  an  advertisement  and  distributed 
by  the  publican  to  attract  customers  to  his  bar."

The  rapid  growth  of  shops  and  businesses  in  nearly  all  of  the  towns 
and  villages  of  Victorian  Britain  encouraged  the  proliferation  of 
advertisements  of  all  kinds  as  a results  of  heavy  competition  for 
customers.  The  use  of  tokens  was  a part  of  this  activity.  Todd  sur- 
mises that  tavern  token  emission  in  Wales  and  population,  especially 
urban  population,  are  related.  He  goes  on  to  say  that  the  distribu- 
tion of  such  tokens  suggests  that  the  system  arose  because  of  a change 
in  the  clientele  of  many  beerhouses  and  taverns.  Before  1840  persons 
frequenting  a given  establishment  were  generally  well-known  to  pro- 
prietors, but  after  1840  such  declined  in  relative  importance  to  any 
newcomers.  This  was  probably  true  in  areas  of  heavy  industrialization

which  were  attracting  large  numbers  of  unskilled,  casual  labourers. 
These  in  turn  required  the  increased  use  of  "security  systems".  The 
immigration  of  substantial  groups  of  Irish  workers  suggests  that  tokens 
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may  have  been  introduced  in  Wales  and  other  areas  via  Ireland,  since 
Dublin  Tavern  keepers  have  been  using  tokens  since  the  early  1850's, 
somewhat  before  those  in  Wales.

The  tokens  described  began  in  use  in  the  1840's,  but  had  pretty  well 
died  out  by  the  First  World  War.  Irish  tokens'  use  was  mainly  in  the 
Dublin  areaandwere  among  the  first  to  be  used  on  a wide  scale.  Welsh 
pieces  were  in  use  by  the  1860 ' s and  1870' s,  briefly  declining  accor- 
ding to  Todd,  and  reviving  again  in  the  1890's.  The  1840-1910  period 
is  not  suggested  as  a finite  set  of  dates  for  the  tokens,  but  more 
as  an  indicator  of  the  "heyday"  of  their  use.

While  many  of  the  checks  were  standard  in  size,  23-28mm,  and  metal 
(mostly  brass,  but  some  copper),  their  legends  were  not.  Many  had 
the  town  or  district  in  the  legend  and  usually  had  at  least  the  name 
of  the  tavern.  Often  there  was  a street  address  given,  the  proprie- 
tor's name  and  some  denomination.  In  the  large  cities  usually  no  town 
was  given,  the  consideration  being  that  the  pieces  would  not  travel 
much  farther  than  the  immediate  neighborhoods.  The  tokens  range  in 
denomination,  when  they  have  one,  from  1%  Pence  to  1 Shilling,  us- 
ually in  the  lower  ranges  of  Two  to  Three  Pence. 

Birmingham  was  the  major  center  for  the  makers  of  such  tokens  as  it 
was  nationally  and  internationally  for  the  manufacturer  of  coins  and 
medals.  Other  centers  were  in  London,  Yorkshire,  Dublin  and  Devon- 
shire, among  others.  Some  Birmingham  makers  were  Edwin  Cottrell, 

S.A.  Daniel  1,  Ralph  Heaton,  S.  Hiron,  Geo.  Y.  Illiffe,  T.  Pope,  and 
others.  London  makers  included  W.  J.  Taylor,  R.  Neil  and  Thomas 
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The  WYNDHAM  ARMS,  SWANSEA/  LIVE  AND 
LET  LIVE.  A Welsh  3 pence  token,  one 
of  the  few  with  its  year  of  issue  in  the  legend  1855.  The  tavern 
is  listed  locally  from  1855  to  1859  with  C.  Wakefield  and  R.  Birt 
as  proprietors.  A stag  head  in  center  of  reverse.  Bz.  24  b/b.  Todd 
Glamorgan  §46.

The  uniniated  often  think  that  there  is  little  or  no  difference  be- 
tween a coin  collector  and  a numismatist.  Those  of  us  that  consider 
ourselves  as  numismatists  obviously  disagree.  The  proof  of  a numis- 
matist is  not  always  his  or  her  vast  store  of  research  knowledge,  even 
though  it  might  have  taken  years  to  accumulate  that  knowledge.  That 
researcher  may  have  gone  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  and  crawled  deep 
into  the  bowels  of  a library,  laboratory  or  archives  to  have  obtained 
that  special  knowledge,  but  it  is  of  no  earthly  good  if  it  is  not  pas- 
sed on  to  the  other  members  of  our  fraternity  either  by  spoken  or 
written  word.  Until  the  benefit  of  that  knowledge  is  imparted  to 
others,  the  researcher  is  just  another  educated  or  knowledgeable  col- 
lector. 

Within  our  ranks  are  many  numismatists  that  take  the  time,  trouble 
and  expense  to  share  their  knowledge  with  others.  Few  work  with  the 
novices  and  beginners  of  our  ranks,  even  though  there  is  great  satis- 
faction in  introducing  new  blood  to  an  old  hobby.  One  of  our  members 
takes  his  numismatic  "oath"  seriously.  There  has  never  been  any  hes- 
itation on  the  part  of  San  Antonio,  Texas'  Lee  Grossman  to  share  his 
wealth  and  storehouse  of  knowledge  with  others.  He  is  an  author  of 
numerous  numismatic  and  historical  articles  and  is  a frequent  contrib- 
utor to  the  NI  BULLETIN  as  well  as  other  fraternal  organs.  Lee  has 
again  accepted  the  challenge  of  teaching  "Coin  Collecting  for  Begin- 
ners" and  began  a novice  class  in  February  1983.  Lee  Grossman,  author, 
lecturer  and  numismatist  par  excel  lance  started  this  course  in  the 
Roadrunner  Recreation  Center  of  historic  Fort  Sam  Houston  in  San 
Antonio,  Texas.  "Fort  Sam",  as  it  is  affectionately  known  throughout 
the  Army,  has  been  an  active  US  Army  Fort  continuously  since  1876. 

There  are  few  if  any  career  Army  personnel  that  have  not  been  posted 
to  Fort  Sam  at  some  time  during  their  career.  Lee  is  a familiar  face 
at  the  Fort,  even  though  the  rumor  that  he  checked  the  pocket  change 
of  the  first  horse  soldiers  posted  to  FortSam,  has  been  long  since 
proven  untrue.  Lee's  courses  are  not  restricted  to  active  duty  per- 
sonnel, and  since  Fort  Sam  Houston  is  an  open  post,  non-military 
personnel  may  easily  attend.  The  courses  are  designed  to  teach  the 
novice  about  coins,  paper  money,  medals  and  tokens.  Again,  Lee  Gross- 
man  has  shown  that  he  is  a world  class  numismatist  worthy  of  our  re- 
spect. Thank  you  Lee  for  your  aggressive  furtherance  of  the  marvel- 
lous hobby  that  has  been  so  very  good  to  all  of  us.

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THE  SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN 
PLEBICITE  OF  1920

There  is  seldom  a time  when  people  are  given  a direct  free  choice  of 
their  rulers  and  government.  A few  instances  in  Europe  come  to  mind 
such  as  the  Saarland  in  1935  and  again  in  1957,  Burgenland  and  Car- 
inthia  in  Austria  during  1920-21,  and  Schleswig-Holstein  on  the  German- 
Danish  border  10  February  1920. 

The  Duchy  of  Schleswig  was  historically  Danish  and  that  of  Holstein 
German.  The  Treaty  of  Zarskoje  Selo  in  1773  transferred  the  Duchy  of 
Holstein  to  the  Danish  crown  in  exchange  for  giving  Oldenberg  to  Prus- 
sia on  the  premise  that  the  two  duchies  were  indissolubly  united,  and 
the  Danes  maintained  they  had  a right  to  hold  both.  The  question 
caused  much  trouble  during  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century  and  was 
unresolved  by  Prussia's  annexation  of  the  territory  in  1866  following 
the  Austro-Prussian  War. 

To  gain  some  understanding  of  the  political  background  it  is  necessary 
to  go  back  to  the  Congress  of  Vienna  of  1814-15.  During  this  diplo- 
matic extravaganza  dominated  by  Austrian  Chancellor  Prince  von  Metter- 
nich,  every  attempt  was  made  to  restore  Europe  to  the  frontiers  and 
power  balances  as  they  existed  prior  to  the  advent  of  Napoleon.  Among 
the  myriad  decisions  was  the  acceptance  of  the  1806  demise  of  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire  and  its  replacement  by  a German  Confederation  composed  of 
thirty-nine  sub-territories . One  of  the  entities  of  the  Confederation 
was  the  north  German  Duchy  of  Holstein.  Complicating  Holstein's  mem- 
bership in  the  Confederation  was  its  close  association  with  the  Danish 
Duchy  of  Schleswig  to  the  north.  The  population  of  Holstein  was  German 
while  that  of  Schleswig  was  German  in  the  south  and  Danish  in  the  north. 
The  Duke  of  Schleswig  had  for  many  years  also  been  Duke  of  Holstein 
and  for  a time  incidentally  King  of  Denmark  (Christian  VII,  1784-1808, 
and  Friedrich  VI,  1808-39)  during  which  time  coinage  was  issued  that 
was  struck  in  Altona  near  Hamburg. 

Complications  began  in  January  1848,  when  King  Christian  VIII  of  Den- 
mark died  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Friedrich  VII  who  was  childless. 
This  led  to  a dispute  between  the  new  king  and  the  Diet  of  Holstein 
as  to  dynastic  succession,  as  Holstein  under  Salic  Law  could  not  ac- 
cept a female  ruler  and  Friedrich's  niece  was  heiress  to  the  Danish 
throne.  The  Diet  of  Schleswig  supported  that  of  Holstein,  and  on  24 
March  1848,  taking  advantage  of  a revolution  sweeping  Germany  repud- 
iated the  Danish  succession  and  appealed  to  the  German  Confederation 
for  admittance  as  the  independent  State  of  Schleswig-Holstein. 

The  Diet  of  Confederation  in  Frankfurt/Main  approved  the  appeal  and 
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the  Prussian  King,  Friedrich-William,  sent  troops  into  the  two  duchies 
to  preserve  their  independence  from  Danish  forces  attempting  to  sup- 
press a rebellion.  Early  in  April  1848,  a small  Prussian  army  under 
the  command  of  General  Graf  Friederich  Heinrich  Ernst  von  Wrangel 
marched  into  Holstein  and  across  Schleswig,  sweeping  aside  the  Danish 
army . The  two  duchies  were  quickly  occupied  and  the  Prussians  invad- 
ed southern  Jutland. 

Following  considerable  pressure  from  other  European  powers,  the  Prus- 
sians withdrew  from  Jutland  and  agreed  to  a truce.  However,  negotiat- 
ions were  unproductive  and  when  the  Prussians  refused  to  withdraw  from 
Schleswig-Holstein,  the  Danes,  in  April  1849,  renewed  the  war.  Once 
more  the  Danes  were  quickly  defeated  and  the  Prussians  re-occupied 
portions  of  Jutland. 

Pressures  were  brought  to  bear  on  Prussia  by  Great  Britain,  France, 
Russia  and  Sweden,  and  the  Prussian  king  sought  a face-saving  formula 
allowing  a graceful  withdrawal.  A peace  settlement  which  recognized 
the  ties  of  Schleswig  to  Denmark  was  accepted  by  Prussia,  but  Hol- 
stein's independence  was  ignored.  As  Prussian  troops  withdrew,  the 
Danes  returned  to  face  again  an  armed  rebellion. 

On  November  29,  1849,  Otto  Theodor  Baron  von  Manteuffel  of  Prussia 
and  the  Austrian  Chancellor,  Prince  von  Schwarzenberg , signed  a con- 
vention at  Olmiitz  including  an  agreement  by  Prussia  to  assist  Denmark 
in  re-establishing  its  sovereignty  over  the  two  recalcitrant  duchies. 

As  a direct  result  of  the  Treaty  of  Olmiitz,  a joint  Austrian-Prussian 
force  again  invaded  the  duchies,  but  this  time  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
storing Danish  royal  authority,  a complete  reversal  of  previous  policy! 

In  November  1862,  the  childless  King  Friedrich  VII  of  Denmark  died. 

The  dynastic  question  of  succession  to  the  crown  of  Denmark  and  the 
ducal  coronets  of  Schleswig-Holstein,  simmering  since  the  Danish- 
Prussian  War  of  1848-9,  now  became  a major  political  issues.  In  the 
Treaty  of  London  in  1852,  the  European  powers  had  established  a 
formula  for  succession  of  the  combined  realms  under  a Danish  king. 

But  this  was  repudiated  by  the  two  duchies , both  of  which  proclaimed 
Prince  Friedrich  of  Augustenburg  as  their  duke,  while  Denmark  pro- 
claimed Christian  IX  as  its  new  king  in  accord  with  the  Treaty  of 
London  cited  above.  Most  of  the  German  princes,  including  Emperor 
Franz  Josef  of  Austria  and  King  William  of  Prussia,  recognized  Fried- 
rich's claim  to  the  two  duchies.  Denmark  did  not  and  moved  to  re- 
establish its  authority  there.  Since  Holstein  was  a member  of  the 
German  Confederation,,  it  made  military  action  inevitable. 

This  was  not  long  in  coming,  with  neither  Austria  nor  Prussia  willing 
to  allow  the  other  to  appear  more  devoted  in  support  of  the  Confeder- 
ation's symphathies  for  the  German  people  of  Holstein.  In  December 
both  nations  approved  the  dispatch  of  an  army  of  Saxon  and  Hanoverian 
troops  that  occupied  Holstein,  while  Danish  troops  were  moving  into 
Schleswig.  On  16  January  1863,  Austria  and  Prussia  signed  a treaty 
of  alliance  against  Denmark  and  jointly  presented  here  with  an  ulti- 
matum to  withdraw  from  Schleswig  which  was  rejected,  whereupon  Austria 
and  Prussia  declared  war  on  Denmark  on  1 February  1864,  and  sent  a 
joint  invasion  army  into  Schleswig  under  Prussian  Field  Marshall 
Friedrich  von  Wrangel. 
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The  Danes  quickly  fell  back  from  the  frontier  avoiding  a major  battle 
in  which  they  might  have  been  overwhelmed  and  destroyed.  They  also 
withdrew  to  the  fortifications  of  Duppel  (Dybb«$l)  in  eastern  Schles- 
wig, which  guards  the  approaches  to  the  island  of  Alsen  (Als)  across 
the  Alsensund,  and  to  Fredericia  on  the  Little  Belt  in  southeast  Jut- 
land, controlling  the  land  approaches  to  the  Island  of  Fiinen  (Fyn)  ; 
Duppel  was  one  of  the  strongest  fortifications  in  Europe  at  this  time. 

Wrangel's  Austro-Prussian  army  quickly  occupied  all  of  Schleswig  except 
the  Duppel  forts.  Recognizing  that  an  assault  against  these  defenses 
would  be  costly  and  that  without  sea  power  it  would  be  impossible  to 
starve  the  Danes  into  surrender,  Wrangel  informed  Berlin  he  was  in- 
vading Jutland.  German  Chancellor  Otto  von  Bismark  ordered  him  to 
call  off  the  invasion  and  not  cross  the  frontier.  However,  one  Prus- 
sian unit  crossed  17  February  and  the  next  day  occupied  the  Danish 
town  of  Kolding,  located  opposite  the  city  of  Esbjerg  on  the  Jutland 
peninsular. 

Bismark  needed  a Prussian  victory  to  give  him  bargaining  power  at  the 
forthcoming  peace  negotiations  so  at  his  behest  the  king  reluctantly 
gave  the  order  for  the  storming  of  Duppel  which,  on  18  April,  gave 
the  Prussians  the  required  overwhelming  victory.  A month’s  armistice 
was  agreed  and  negotiations  began  in  late  April,  later  extended  a 
month  in  May.  However,  on  28  June  1864,  as  the  second  month  of  the 
armistice  was  about  to  expire  the  London  conference  collapsed  and  the 
war  began  anew.  Prussian  troops  were  ready  and  within  two  weeks  Als 
and  Jutland  had  been  occupied  and  Denmark  sued  for  peace. 

At  the  Treaty  of  Gastein,  Austria  and  Prussia  agreed  to  resolve  be- 
tween themselves  any  questions  concerning  Schleswig-Holstein  but  be- 
fore the  outbreak  of  the  Austro-Prussian  War  of  1866,  Bismark  determ- 
ined on  outright  annexation  of  the  two  duchies  with  the  support  of 
the  German  Confederation  and  on  7 June,  Prussian  troops  in  over- 
whelming numbers  marched  in  Holstein  thus  resolving  the  question  until 
the  close  of  World  War  I. 


In  the  spring  of  1919,  in  an  effort  to  divest  Germany  of  as  much  terri- 
tory as  was  possible  under  the  terms  of  the  Versailles  Treaty,  laid 
down  by  the  victorious  Allies  without  negotiation  with  Germany,  a plebi- 
cite  was  scheduled  for  the  German-Danish  population  to  determine  their 
preference  of  government  for  Schleswig-Holstein.  The  predictable  out- 
come was  the  Danes  voted  overwhelmingly  to  go  to  Denmark  and  the  Ger- 
mans to  Germany. 


These  plebicite  political  issues  are  reflected  in  the  notgeld  issued 
by  the  cities  and  town  of  the  two  former  duchies  in  1919-20.  The  fol- 
lowing table  lists  the  towns  of  Schleswig-Holstein  which  issued  notgeld 
during  the  plebicite  period  and  which  became  Danish  after  the  vote  with 
the  names  given  in  both  German  and  Danish  whereever  they  differ.

Many  of  these  towns  issued  notgeld  to  commemorate  the  plebicite  of  10 
February  1920.  One  of  the  more  interesting  are  those  of  Augustenburg , 
located  just  north  of  Flensburg.  On  8 April  1920,  it  issued  a 50 

Pfennig  and  1 Mark  note 
(K-43a)  with  the  Danish 
flag  as  a part  of  the  mo- 
tif. On  15  October  1921, 
the  same  series  was  re- 
issued (K-43b)  overprinted 
in  red  on  the  obverse,

the  date  of  the  plebicite 
on  the  reverse.  Denomin- 
ations were  changed  to 
Danish  Kronen  and  0re.

A 1 Mark  note  in  the  same  series  depicts  the  Danish  flag  flying  over 
the  town  church  on  the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse  the  French  and  Brit- 
ish are  shown  cutting  up  the  map  of  Schleswig-Holstein  while  a figure 
backed  by  a Danish  flag  is  drawing  a line  much  further  north  and  say- 
ing "cut  here!". 

A 1921  1 Mark  note  (K-245)  from  Eckernforde,  located  between  Flensburg 
and  Kiel,  while  not  being  directly  involved  in  the  plebicite,  depicts 
the  town's  bombardment  by  the  Danish  Navy  on  5 April  1849,  while  on  the 
obverse  it  shows  the  German  defense.

The  town  of  Suchsdorf  in  Holstein  issued  several  notgeld  series  in 
1921  (K-1072) , two  of  which  are  shown  here.  On  the  25  Pfennig  obverse 
a farmer  is  harvesting  grain  and  on  the  reverse  a figure  is  pulling  a 
Danish  flag  away  from  another  figure  seen  standing  by  a German  flag 
with  the  caption: 
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"We  do  not  wish  to  be  Danish 
we  wish  to  remain  German" 

A 50  Pfennig  note  of  the  same  series  shows  a meeting  between  Danish 
and  Prussian  soldiers  at  the  Levensau  bridge  over  the  Eider  Canal  in 
the  war  of  1864,  while  the  reverse  shows  the  later  bridge  at  Levensau.

BOTSWANA  2 THEBE  1981  F.A.O.  COIN 

by  John  DeMarais,  Dallas,  Texas,  NI  ft 1539 

The  government  of  Botswana  has  introduced  a small  2 thebe  coin  to 
be  an  intermediate  denomination  between  the  present  1 and  5 thebe 
pieces.  The  new  coin  is  bronze,  12-sided,  and  has  a maximum  diam- 
eter of  17mm.  It  has  the  usual  arms  of  Botswana  on  the  obverse, 
but  the  reverse  represents  a departure  from  the  animal  types  used 
on  the  original  coinage  introduced  in  1976.  The  reverse  of  the 
new  piece  has  a botanical  F.A.O.  motive.  The  polygon  shape  helps 
distinguish  this  coin  from  the  bronze  5 thebe  which  is  19mm  in  diam- 
eter and  has  a reeded  edge. 
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ON  THE  DATES  ON  INDIAN  RELIGIOUS  TOKENS

The  tokens  available  in  the  likeness  of  coins,  popularly  known  as 
Ramatankas  or  Temple  tokens  should  actually  be  called  religious  tokens, 
as  they  are  not  necessarily  always  connected  either  with  the  R3ma- 
legend  or  with  Temples.  These  tokens  are  of  various  types  - and  con- 
tain depictions  of  Brahma,  Siva,  Jagannath,  Kri shna-KalT,  LakshmT, 
MeenakshT,  Subrahmanya  and  the  Sikh  gurus  etc.  Islamic  religious 
tokens  of  several  types  are  also  known.  Most  of  these  contain  depic- 
tions of  mosques  at  Karbala  and  Medina  etc.  One  of  such  types  also 
contains  the  depiction  of  Burr5q,  the  mythical  animal  that  is  believed 
to  have  carried  prophet  Muhammad  to  Heaven. 1 Thus  it  is  not  the  least 
reasonable  to  style  all  these  pieces  as  Ramatankas  only  because  these 
are  more  numerous  than  the  rest.  It  will  be  well,  therefore,  to  style 
them  as  religious  tokens. 


These  tokens  are  divisible  into  two  groups  - those  undated  and  those 
that  are  dated. 2 The  dated  pieces,  in  most  cases,  contain  what  can 
be  styled  as  fictitious  dates. 8 it  is  due  to  this  that  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  discuss  the  dates  found  on  these  tokens. 4 This  is 
the  first  attempt  of  its  kind.  It  is  hoped  that  this  conjectural 
explanation  will  solve  the  problem  of  the  date  of  these  tokens. 


These  dates  were  possibly  meant  to  suggest  either  the  antiquity  or  the 
date  of  the  divinity  depicted  on  the  concerned  piece.  The  dates  as 
given  on  various  types  are  as  follows:

Of  the  above  dates  only  1804  and  1955  as  found  on  some  of  the  Sikh 
tokens  are  perhaps  actual  dates.  The  other  date  found  on  Sikh  tokens 
is  400  and  may  be  connected  with  Guru  N5nak.  If  it  is  true  the  issue 
of  this  token  may  have  been  struck  in  the  400th  year  of  NSnak.5 

As  regards  the  dates  on  the  other  tokens  some  types  contain  the  year  | 
1700  (TB  2).  It  is  written  as  17  I+++)  00  on  the  token.  This  also  per- 
haps represents  the  actual  year  in  which  the  type  under  discussion  was 
issued.  All  other  dates  found  on  tokens  seem  to  be  in  the  nature  of 
fictitious  dates.  A careful  scrutiny,  however,  may  lead  us  to  recog- 
nize the  actual  dates  given  on  these  tokens. 

The  dates  1700  (TB  2)  and  1740  (TB  5-7,  TC  2)  are  very  important  from 
our  view  point.  It  seems  that  initially  some  tokens  bearing  this 
date  (1700)  were  issued.  Perhaps  this  very  date  17C3  00  is  recorded 
on  many  other  types  (TB  4,  TC  1,  3-10,  la).  The  rectangle  on  all  these 
tokens  is  blank  but  on  one  (TB  4)  it  is  designed.  Later , these  very 
issues  were  copied  but  the  date  1700  was  changed  to  17 fflPOl  00.  The 
addition  of  400  within  the  rectangle  was  intended  to  suggest  the  an- 
tiquity of  the  piece  or  the  depictions  on  the  type  concerned.  It  seems 
that  the  figure  400  in  the  rectangle  was  meant  to  disguise  the  actual 
date  of  the  issue.  It  may  have  also  been  placed  to  differentiate 
these  from  the  original  pieces  from  one  of  which  these  were  copied. 

This  dating  pattern  of  the  above  date-group  is  followed  by  another 
category  of  tokens.  These  contain  17G340  (TB  5-7,  TC  2).  This  is 
also  an  actual  date.  One  of  these  has  a blank  rectangle  but  the 
others  contain  the  word  Sarnvat  in  it  perhaps  in  place  of  the  meaning-  \ 
less  400.  These  follow  the  dating  pattern  of  the  former  group  and  were 
issued  in  all  probability  in  the  year  1740.  Later,  however,  these 
tokens  were  also  copied  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  mystify  t hi s date. 

Thus  the  pieces  bearing  517C340  (TD  1-3,  6,9,  12-13,  3a, 3b)  differ 
from  those  bearing  17C340  in  respect  that  they  contain  an  additional 
5 at  the  place  of  ten  thousand.  This  date  pattern  517  40  was  still 

later  changed  to  557CJ40  (TD,  4,  8,  10,  14,  ?).  Their  actual  date 
being  the  same  1740. 

It  appears  that  the  tokens  bearing  557 10  (TD  5,  7,  11)  are  to  be 
placed  chronologically  to  a period  later  than  those  bearing  1740  or 
its  mysterious  variations.  These  tokens  contain  a 5 at  the  place  of 
thousands  and  an  additional  5 at  the  place  of  ten  thousands.  If  this 
is  correct  the  latter  pieces  must  have  served  as  prototypes  of  those 
bearing  557C310.  Tokens  bearing  557010  may  likewise  contain  1710. 

The  chances,  however,  are  that  pieces  bearing  557D  10  were  struck 
later  and  not  in  1710.  They  may  have  possibly  been  struck  sometime 
after  the  tokens  bearing  557C340  in  their  imitation. 

There  are  some  other  types  as  well.  One  of  such  types  bears  Sa  5140 
(TA  13)  which  may  actually  be  1740  in  which  40  is  retained  at  its  / 

proper  place  but  1 is  placed  at  the  place  of  hundreds  instead  of  ' 

thousands.  The  figure  7 is  dropped  and  5 is  placed  at  the  place  of 
thousands. 

Another  piece  bears  Sa  47500  (TA  7,  TJ  1).  It  probably  has  to  be 
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related  to  the  year  1750  in  which  1 is  replaced  by  4 at  the  thousands 
place  and  an  additional  zero  is  given  after  the  units  place  to  com- 
plicate the  actual  date. 

There  are  two  other  dates.  One  is  4734  (TA  6)  and  the  other  is  47340 
(TH  7).  Both  these  seem  to  contain  the  same  year  in  spite  of  their  dif- 
ference. The  date  concealed  in  these  numbers  may  either  be  1734  or 
1740.  The  chances,  however,  are  that  these  contain  1734. 

There  are  three  more  dates.  These  are  405-  or  -405  (TH  11),  3070 
(TP  1-3)  and  153100  (TE  1-3).  They  are  difficult  to  ascertain.  The 
first  of  these,  may  be  a variation  of  1740.  The  last  one,  153100  could 
be  either  1531  or  3100.  Perhaps  it  is  1531.  If  it  actually  represents 
1531,  then  it  may  be  the  earliest  date  known  from  dated  tankas.  If 
on  the  other  hand  it  is  3100  then  it  may  represent  the  beginning  of 
the  Kali  age  which  according  to  some  calculations  started  around 
3102  B.C.6  The  other  date  3070  may  also  be  related  to  the  Kali  age. 

The  aforesaid  conjecture  that  the  fictitious  dates  found  on  the  temple 
tokens  contain  actual  dates  in  disguise  is  purely  hypothetical . It  may, 
however,  be  accepted  as  a working  hypothesis  as  some  of  the  tankas 
actually  contain  the  year  1700  and  1740  which  cannot  be  anything  but 
actual  dates.  It  is  also  supported  by  those  Sikh  tokens  that  bpar 
the  years  1804  and  1955. 

Thus  the  temple  tokens  contain  the  dates  1700,  1710,  1734,  1740,  and 
probably  1531.  It  is,  however,  not  known  as  to  which  era  these  years 
are  related  to.  The  abbreviation  Sa . = Sana  or  even  Samvat  found 
prefixed  or  suffixed,  at  times  to  some  of  these  dates  is  not  of  much 
help.  The  chances  are  that  these  dates  belong  to  the  Vikrama  or  the 
§aka  Samvat.  Some  scholars  have  related  the  year  1740  to  the  former.  3

It  has  been  observed  that  these  tokens  were  struck  in  the  sixteenth 
or  seventeenth  centuries.?  This  observation  is  largely  correct  as 
indicated  by  the  above  discussion.  It  may,  however,  be  added  that 
at  least  some  of  the  undated  pieces  of  a similar  nature  may  be  ear- 
lier, but  majority  of  these  also  belong  to  this  period.  It  may  be 
observed  that  the  issue  of  these  tokens  may  have  started  sometime  in 
the  fifteenth  or  sixteenth  century  and  was  later  continued  in  dif- 
ferent areas  of  the  subcontinent.  It  seems,  however,  that  the  depic- 
tion of  R3ma  and  STta  on  some  of  the  gold  and  silver  issues  of  Akbar 
struck  in  1604  or  50  Farwardin^  may  have  given  a boost  to  the  pro- 
duction of  Ramatankas.  Other  tankas  may  just  have  been  minted  in 
imitation  of  these.  Such  tokens  perhaps  are  still  being  manufactured 
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in  the  same  style.9 

These  tokens  are  not  issued  by  temple  authorities.  In  all  probability, 
they  are  the  creations  of  private  individuals  - goldsmiths  and  silver- 
smiths, who  struck  them  in  different  religious  centres  of  the  country 
to  be  sold  out  to  pilgrims.  The  pilgrims  purchased  these  and  took 
them  home  for  worshipping  etc.  It  is  in  this  way  that  they  reached 
different  parts  of  the  land.

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SOME  PERUVIAN  TWENTY  CENTAVOS

The  twenty  centavo  coins  of  Peru  were  issued  from  1918  until  1975, 
although  not  in  every  year.  Initially  minted  in  Philadelphia,  they 
were  subsequently  made  also  in  London,  San  Francisco  and  Lima.  For 
the  specialist,  the  series  is  much  more  complex  than  is  generally 
recognized.  Within  the  last  few  years,  some  coins  have  become  avail- 
able which  relate  to  the  series,  and  are  of  special  interest. 

The  first  "special"  twenty  centavo  coin  which  came  to  the  attention 
of  the  author  was  a 1958  20  c.  of  the  type  Y-40A,  i.e.  with  a thin 
planchet,  but  of  copper-nickel  rather  than  the  usual  brass.  Only  two 
specimens  of  the  coin  have  been  seen  by  the  author  in  the  last  ten 
years.  The  Lima  mint  has  said  they  have  no  information  available 
about  the  coin.  None  of  the  current  coin  catalogues  mention  this  par- 
ticular issue. 

The  next  coin  which  appeared  was  a twenty  centavo  "proof"  of  1940, 
which  was  first  described  in  the  mail  bid  auction  of  Freeman  Craig  and 
Company  of  April  26,  1979  (No.  219).  The  usual  coin  of  this  year  was 
made  in  London,  and  was  made  of  copper-nickel.  Apparently,  this  par- 
ticular coin  came  originally  from  the  collection  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint,  and  was  a part  of  their  surplus  coins.  The  number  of  these  coins 
made  is  still  unknown,  but  some  information  is  avia  Table  which  suqaests 
their  possible  origin.  On  page  64  of  the  1940  Annual  Report  of  the 
Deputy  Master  and  Controller  of  the  Royal  Mint,  we  find  the  following: 
"The  skilled  mechanics  usually  employed  in  the  Reducing  Room  were  trans 
ferred  to  War  Work  and  to  avoid  interruption  of  their  work  a pair  of 
reduction  punches  for  20  cents  Peru  was  made  by  Messrs.  J.  Pinches  from 
an  existing  obverse  intermediate  model  and  a reverse  electrotype  model. 
Matrices  and  working  punches  were  made  in  the  mint."  It  is  currently 
believed  that  these  "proof"  coins,  easily  distinguishable  visually  from 
those  of  the  regular  issue  by  the  sharpness  of  the  strike,  were  perhaps 
trial  strikes  made  as  a result  of  the  work  of  Messrs.  J.  Pinches. 

The  third  coin  appeared  in  1980  and  was  a "bronze"  twenty  centavo  of 
1947  offered  by  Lauren  Benson  Inc.  Subsequent  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Benson  indicated  that  the  coins  were  obtained  directly  from  the  Lima 
mint,  although,  again,  the  Lima  mint  had  no  information  available  on 
the  coin.  A much  larger  number  of  these  coins  have  been  reported  than 
has  been  reported  for  the  first  two  coins,  although  the  exact  number 
made  remains  uncertain. 

There  is  a good  reason  to  question  the  exact  composition  of  these  coins 
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for  the  color  of  these  coins  is  somewhat  "off"  when  compared  to  the 
color  of  the  bronze  coins  made  in  Peru  in  the  same  period.  An  x-ray 
analysis  was  carried  out  of  one  of  these  coins,  and  it  was  found  that 
the  composition  was  87.5%  copper,  10.5%  zinc,  and  2%  tin,  whereas  the 
normal  bronze  coin  of  the  period  was  95%  copper,  3%  zinc,  and  2%  tin. 

It  would  appear  that  the  coins  were  produced  as  a result  of  some 
deliberate  experimentation  at  the  Lima  mint,  but  the  purpose  of  this 
experimentation  is  presently  unknown.

Apameia,  location  of  Mount  Ararat,  the  tra- 
ditional landing  place  of  Noah's  Ark  (which 
is  memorialized  on  a rare  coin  of  the  3rd 
Century  AD).  Situated  by  the  fountainhead 
of  the  Maeander  and  its  three  tributaries, 
the  Marsyas,  Orgas  and  Therma,  it  was  a com- 
mercial junction,  where  goods  arriving  from 
the  east  were  packed  for  shipping  to  Ephesus, 
Pergamum,  etc,  and  for  this  it  received  the 
nickname  of  "the  chest"  (all  this  is  also  shown  on  a coin;  Imhoof  Kl. 

As.  Munz  21 ) . Apameia  is  also  famous  for  issuing  the  world's  earliest 
known  framed  medallions,  the  borders  of  which  would  be  copied  five 
centuries  later  for  certain  Roman  Contorniates.  Other  framed  medallions 
were  issued  in  the  years  between,  but  most  don't  approach  the  excellent 
workmanship  of  this  type  issued  around  100  BC.  The  painstaking  time 
involved  in  making  this  medallion  precluded  any  large  issue,  and  there 
are  few  specimens  extant  today,  again,  most  of  them  in  the  British 
Museum.  This  is  the  only  specimen  to  come  on  the  market  in  years,  and 
we  doubt  there  will  be  another  for  a long  time  to  come.

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SOME  NOTES  ON  LUXEMBOURG  PATTERNS

Prince  Jean , Silver  100  Fr,  Pattern 

I hope  these  brief  remarks  will  stimulate  interest  and  further  research 
into  this  series. 

The  pictured  coin  is  a silver,  uniface 3 plain  edge,  preliminary  pattern 
for  the  1946,  100  Franc  of  Luxembourg.  There  are  some  minor  differen- 
ces between  it  and  the  accepted  design:  the  border  is  closer  to  the 
edge,  the  shields  are  more  distinct  and  have  smaller  borders,  and  the 
dots  flanking  the  value  are  missing.  Major  differences  are  the  shape 
of  the  value  which  is  straight  rather  than  curved,  and  the  designer's 
name  under  the  value  rather  than  initials  under  the  head.  Has  anyone 
seen,  or  have,  the  reverse  uniface  mate? 

Regarding  the  more  common  essais  of  the  20,  50  and  100  Fr.  1946  issue, 
there  are  two  varieties  in  bronze,  one  with  the  "essai"  in  place  of  the 
designer's  name  on  the  reverse.  I am  not  aware  of  any  references 
mentioning  this  latter  variety.  I have  it  in  the  100  Fr.  and  know  of 
only  one  source  for  all  three  coins.  Glendining's  26  June  1970  auction, 
Lot  #710  (not  illustrated).  I am  not  sure  if  it  exists  in  silver.  If 
you  want  to  see  an  illustration  of  it,  turn  to  page  300  of  Yeoman's 
Modem  World  Coins  (ca.  1964).  It  is  pictured  as  a currency  coin.  In 
fact,  if  your  are  looking  for  something  to  do  some  eveninq  try  to  find 
other  patterns  in  Yeoman  and  Raymond  which  are  used  to  illustrate  cur- 
rency coins.  I still  refer  to  these  references  because  the  quality  of 
the  photos  is  superior  to  Krause  & Mishler  (K&M). 

The  10  cent.,  1889  issue  in  silver  may  exist  in  normal  strike.  It  is 
listed  by  Wictor  and  K&M  (who  appear  to  have  reproduced  Wictor's  pat- 
tern section).  I have  only  seen  it  once  for  sale,  as  Lot  705  of  the 
same  Glendining  auction.  The  piefort  does  exist  and  is  3.5  mm.  thick 
with  a plain  edge.  It  appears  occasionally  for  sale  although  it  is 
not  listed  by  any  reference.  I have  never  seen  the  5 Cent,  essai  in 
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silver  for  sale,  either  in  normal  or  oiefort  thickness.  The  normal 
thickness  issue  is  listed  in  the  references.  I have  no  reason  to 
assume  it  does  not  exist,  but  I would  appreciate  a note  from  anyone 
who  is  sure  one  way  or  another. 

The  5 and  10  Cent,  silver  1901  issue  without  value  may  exist  in  both 
coin  and  medal! ic  strike.  No  mention  is  made  of  the  type  of  strike 
and  the  reader  assumes  they  are  only  coin  (which  is  normal),  however, 
my  10  Cent,  silver  is  coin  while  my  5 Cent,  is  medal.  My  10  Cent., 
copper-nickel,  is  also  medal.  I would  also  like  to  know  if  all  me- 
tallic varieties  exist  with  plain  and  reeded  edgee.  The  5 & 10  Cent, 
copper-nickel  are  verified  as  having  both  types  of  edges. 

Another  variation  never  noted  is  the  field  of  the  unissued  1923  1 & 

2 Fr.  "forger".  The  field  of  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  either 

plain  (or  smooth)  and  rippled  (or  wavy).  I have  the  2 Fr.  with  wavy 

obv./rev.,  plain  obv./rev.,  and  plain  obverse  "muled"  with  wavy  re- 
verse. I have  the  1 Fr.  wavy  obv./rev.  I have  not  seen  any  "mule" 
of  the  1 Fr.;  however,  since  people  are  not  aware  of  this  variation, 
no  mention  is  ever  made  of  it,  so  these  may  exist  without  anyone's 
notice.  These  also  exist  with  plain  or  reeded  edge.  Also  the  Jess 
Peters  1971  Price  List  shows  a 1 Fr.  in  nickel  on  a thick  planchet 
with  "essai"  incuse  on  the  obverse. 

One  other  variation  not  mentioned  in  K&M  is  the  1924  2 Fr.  (PN-44/45) 
in  aluminum  and  silver.

NUMYSTER I ES  REVISITED

I may  be  a bit  hazy  in  my  thinking, 
but  I believe  that  Liberia  is  the 
oldest  republic  on  the  African 
continent.  Though  it  uses  as 
paper  money  the  currency  of  the 
United  States,  it  has  had  a 
distinct  coinage  of  its  own  since 
1833.  It  might  be  better  to  use 
the  date  1847,  as  the  1833  "one  cent" 
issue  might  be  considered  by  some  as 
a token.  Token  or  not,  it  was  used 
by  the  population  prior  to  1847  as  legal  currency  and  was  supposed  to 
have  been  struck  in  the  United  States  by  a private  firm.  Just  prior 
to  this  article  first  appearing  in  the  November  1966  issue  of  the  Whit- 
man Numismatic  Journal , Mr.  Jerome  Renick  offered  two  suggestions  as  to 
where  it  was  minted  - the  Scovill  Manufacturing  Company  of  Waterbury, 
Connecticut,  or  the  firm  of  H.M.  & E.I.  Richards  of  Attleboro,  Mass- 
achusetts. The  former  firm  was  definitely  producing  tokens  during  this 
period,  but  I am  not  familiar  with  the  latter.  Do  you  know  where  the 
coins  were  struck?  To  make  it  even  more  difficult,  how  many  each  of 
the  six  varieties  did  they  produce?

JUSTIN  II 


"HIS  REIGN  WAS  A CASE  OF  MIGHT  OVER  RIGHT"

Justin  II  was  a Byzantine  emperor,  whose  attempts  to 
maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  against 
the  encroachments  of  the  Persians,  Avars  and  Lombards, 
were  frustrated  by  disastrous  military  reverses. 

A nephew  and  close  advisor  of  the  Emperor  Justinian  I, 
Justin  II  became  emperor  in  November  565  A.D.  follow- 
ing his  uncle's  death.  You  will  recall  that  Justin- 
ian I had  been  emperor  of  the  East,  and  had  codified 
the  Roman  laws,  which  is  known  as  The  Justinian  Code.  Justin  II  be- 
gan his  reign  on  a note  of  resolution  and  common  sense;  he  paid 
state  debts,  remitted  overdue  taxes,  and  reduced  expenditures. 

In  the  early  part  of  his  reign,  Justin  allowed  a measure  of  tolerance 
to  the  dissident  Monophysite  Christians.  Initially,  he  hoped  to  brina 
about  a union  of  the  Monophysite  factions  and  then  to  unite  them  with~ 
the  Orthodox  church.  However,  in  March  571,  he  inauaurated  a policy 
of  persecution  and  issued  a lengthy  anti-Monophysitic~creed  that  all 
clergy  were  required  to  sign  under  penalty  of  imprisonment. 

In  the  West,  in  spite  of  an  alliance  with  the  Franks,  Justin  was  un- 
able to  prevent  the  Lombards  from  entering  Italy  in  568,  and  parts  of 
that  country  were  soon  permanently  lost  to  the  Byzantine  Empire.  His 
relations  with  the  Avars  and  Persians  were  marked  by  similar  reverses, 
though  less  serious.  The  new  emperor  was  determined  to  reverse  Justin- 
ian's policy  of  bribing  potential  foes  of  the  empire  not  to  attack  it, 
and,  shortly  after  his  accession,  he  rejected  an  Avar  request  for  tri- 
bute. He  concluded  an  alliance  with  the  Western  Turks  of  Central  Asia, 
apparently  directed  against  the  Avars  and  Persians.  Yet,  after  cam- 
paigning against  the  Avars,  who  were  ravaging  the  Danubian  frontier, 
he  was  forced  to  come  to  terms  with  them  in  571.  Three  years  later, 
a treaty  was  concluded  stipulating  that  the  Byzantines  agree  to  pay 
the  Avars  a yearly  tribute.  In  576,  the  Western  Turks,  angered  by 
the  treaty,  not  only  broke  off  their  alliance  with  Justin  but  also 
seized  a Byzantine  stronghold  in  the  Crimea. 

The  part  of  Armenia  governed  by  Persia  revolted  and  requested  assis- 
tance from  the  Byzantine  Empire.  In  the  summer  of  572,  Justin's 
forces  invaded  Persia.  The  Persians,  however,  not  only  repulsed  the 
Byzantines  but  themselves  invaded  Byzantine  territory,  capturing  a 
number  of  important  cities,  including  Dara,  which  fell  in  November 
573.  After  learning  of  the  fall  of  Dara,  Justin  became  insane,  and, 
the  next  year  the  empress  Sophia,  acting  on  his  behalf,  entered  into 
peace  negotiations. 

Induced  by  Sophia  to  adopt,  as  his  son,  the  General  Tiberius  Constan- 
tine, Justin  conferred  on  him  the  title  of  Caesar  in  December  574. 
Thereafter,  Justin,  although  nominally  still  emperor,  1 ived  in  re- 
tirement until  his  death  on  October  4,  578  AD. 

At  times,  coinage  was  made  only  of  the  busts  and  not  the  full-length 
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figures  of  the  emperor  and  empress.  Justin's  coinage  was  mostly  in 
gold  and  bronze,  with  rare  silver  coins  from  the  mint  of  Constaninople. 
His  bronze  and  silver  coins  showed  emperor  and  empress,  while  on  gold 
Justin  was  portrayed  in  military  dress  looking  straight  at  the  viewer. 
Although  Justin  II  appointed  Tiberius  Constantine  as  his  Caesar  as 
early  as  574,  Tiberius  did  not  have  coinage  struck  in  his  name  until 
his  accession  in  578  AD.

TOKENS  AROUND  US:  EGYPT 

Jerry  F.  Schimmel 3 San  Francisco , Calif s NI  # 1822 


A 50  M.  bar  token3  Upper  Egypt 

One  hundred  and  fifty- two  miles  south  of  Cairo  by  riverboat  in  Upper 
Egypt  is  the  provincial  capital  of  El-Minya  on  the  Nile.  In  1902  it 
was  a "Well-built  and  handsome  town"  with  "the  street  ...  along  the 
river  ...  planted  with  trees"  and  a "handsome  bridge."  It  boasted  a 
chateau  and  the  oldest  sugar  factory  in  Egypt,  managed  by  French  staff. 
"A  buffet  with  good  bedrooms"  for  Two  Francs  could  be  found  at  the 
railroad  station  and  there  were  three  Greek-run  hotels  in  the  town 
proper.  The  population  then  was  20,000.  By  1970  it  had  grown  to 
120,000,  sharing  in  the  country's  burgeoning  population.  In  the  lat- 
ter year  nothing  appeared  to  be  left  of  the  sugar  industry.  Only 
cotton  and  "food-processing"  were  mentioned  by  Webster. 

Sometime  after  1916  when  the  Mi  1 1 ieme-Piastre-Pound  system  was  adopted, 
and  probably  in  the  1920's,  the  Splendid-Bar  issued  this  50  Millieme 
token,  a 5 Millieme  piece  and  probably  others.  They  are  of  German  sil- 
ver, 27  and  24  mm.  in  diameter  respectively.  Their  purpose  is  not 
known,  but  they  may  have  been  container  deposit  checks.  The  design  is 
certainly  French.  While  the  bar  name  shows  an  English  influence,  the 
hyphen  between  the  two  words  has  a non-English  feel.  If  the  Splendid- 
Bar  was  around  in  1902,  or  when  it  actually  opened  (and  closed)  will 
probably  never  be  known.

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TWO  COINS  OUT  OF  ONE

In  the  year  1768  the  British  Government  organised  an  expedition  into 
the  regions  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  under  the  leadership  of  two  English- 
men, these  being  the  famous  explorer  Capt.  James  Cook  and  Joseph  Banks 
of  the  British  Royal  Society,  which  body  was  also  involved  in  this 
undertaking.  In  1769  the  expedition  re-discovered  New  Zealand,  where- 
after Capt.  Cook  compiled  a chart  of  the  territory,  which  deed  was 
commemorated  in  1969,  two  hundred  years  later,  by  the  New  Zealand 
Government  with  the  issue  of  a special  one  dollar  circulation  coin. 

Capt.  Cook  then  headed  for  the  east  coast  of  Australia,  exploring  its 
coastline  from  a point,  where  Sydney  Harbour  is  situated  today,  to 
Torres  Strait.  Australia's  Eastern  seaboard  was  annexed  by  Britain 
in  1770,  and  the  territory  was  given  the  name  New  South  Wales.  Capt. 
Cook  continued  his  voyage  through  Torres  Strait,  proceeding  home  to 
England  via  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

It  was  more  or  less  at  this  time  that  as  the  result  of  the  American 
Revolution  new  homes  had  to  be  found  for  those  British  settlers  in 
North  America  who  had  been  loyal  to  their  king.  They  had  come  to 
America,  whilst  this  was  a British  possession,  but  were  now  forced  to 
leave.  It  was  suggested  that  some  of  these  be  resettled  in  the  new 
colony  of  New  South  Wales,  but  nothing  came  of  this.  Another  difficulty 
was,  that  British  convicts  could  no  longer  be  shipped  to  America,  as 
in  the  past.  The  old  sailing  vessels,  kept  in  the  river  Thames  to 
house  these  prisoners,  were  full  to  capacity,  and  another  place  had  to 
be  provided  for  the  convicts.  Again  it  was  suggested,  and  plans  were 
drawn  up,  to  send  them  to  New  South  Wales,  a colony  deemed  eminently 
suited  for  that  purpose.  Finally,  in  the  year  1786,  it  was  decided 
to  use  New  South  Wales  as  a place  of  settlement  for  convicts  and 
emancipists.  From  then  onwards  things  moved  quickly.  Already  in  May, 
1787  the  first  fleet  transporting  these  prisoners  left  England  and 
arrived  in  New  South  Wales  early  in  1788;  many  others  followed. 

It  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  provide  the  new  colony  with  any  type  of 
currency  for  the  apparently  simple  reason  that  convicts  received  no 
wages,  and  that  their  requirements  as  well  as  those  of  the  military 
personnel  and  the  civil  officials  were  to  be  supplied  by  the  Communal 
Store  or  by  the  Commissariat.  It  was  intended  that  the  colony  should 
be  self-supporting  and  that  the  goods  produced  there  be  used  to  re- 
plenish the  Store.  However,  this  was  easier  said  than  done  and  could 
only  have  been  planned  by  bureaucrats  sitting  smugly  at  their  desks 
in  far-away  London,  by  men  who  had  no  understanding  of  such  matters. 
Obviously  they  did  not  realise  that  farming  conditions  in  Australia 
were  bound  to  differ  considerably  from  those  in  England.  Neither  did 
they  take  into  account  that  only  a very  few,  if  any,  of  the  convicts 
had  been  farmers  or  farming  hands.  They  had  not  been  trained  to  work 
the  land,  and  thus  they  could  hardly  be  expected  to  make  good  farm 
labourers.  Consequently  it  took  a long  time  before  New  South  Wales 
became  even  reasonably  self-sufficient.  Actually  this  was  only 
achieved  when  at  a later  stage  the  free  settlers  arrived,  and  only 
then  did  the  land  begin  to  yield  some  rewards. 

With  no  money  of  any  kind,  with  no  coins  and  no  official  banknotes 
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available,  any  commercial  transactions  had  to  be  conducted  by  barter, 
but  under  the  prevailing  conditions  this  often  proved  most  unsatisfac- 
tory if  not  impossible.  The  merchant  ships  calling  on  the  new  settle- 
ments carried  goods  badly  needed  there,  but  as  the  colony  had  very 
little  to  offer  in  exchange,  often  no  deals  materialised.  A currency 
was  urgently  required,  Britain  at  that  time  was  desperately  short  of 
its  own  coinage  and  certainly  could  not  spare  any  British  coins  to  be 
sent  abroad,  thus  in  1791  the  New  South  Wales  governor  took  the  step 


of  declaring  the  8 reales  denomination  of  Spain  - N.S.W.1813  ' dump ' 

the  world's  famous  trade  coin,  the  "Piece  of  Eight" 

- the  legal  coinage  of  the  colony,  its  value  being  fixed  at  five 
British  shillings.  British  coins  as  well  as  coins  of  other  countries 
would  also  be  accepted  , the  latter  at  fixed  rates.  The  first  step 
had  now  been  taken  to  overcome  a difficult  situation;  however,  nothing 
would  really  change  until  such  time  as  the  British  Government  would 
send  out  a substantial  quantity  of  actual  coins  for  use  in  the  ter- 
ritory. This  was  done  finally  in  1812,  when  at  the  end  of  that  year 
a shipment  of  some  forty  thousand  8 reales  pieces,  presumably  of  the 
portrait  Dollar  type,  arrived  at  Port  Jackson,  in  New  South  Wales. 

Prior  to  this  happening,  the  few  coins  which  had  found  their  way  into 
the  country,  were  quickly  snapped  up,  to  soon  again  leave  the  colony 
in  payment  for  the  supply  of  manufactured  goods. 

For  internal  business  transactions  I.O.U.'s,  good-fors  and  promissory 
notes  had  to  be  used,  none  of  these  having  any  backing.  Unfortunately, 
not  only  were  they  issued  by  reliable  but  also  by  some  veryunscrupulous 
people,  with  the  result  that  many  were  made  out  under  fictitious  names, 
and  others  carried  no  signature  at  all.  Their  acceptance  was  risky, 
so  much  so  that  in  the  end  shopkeepers  would  only  accept  them  at  a 
discount  or  at  an  amount  considerably  below  face  value.  The  governor 
was  fully  aware  of  this  poor  state  of  affairs  but  was  unable  to  do  any- 
thing about  it.. 

When  a large  shipment  of  Pieces-of-Eight  finally  arrived  from  Britain, 
the  then  governor  of  New  South  Wales,  Lachlan  Macquarie,  a Scotsman, 
decided  that  this  was  the  right  time  for  steps  to  be  taken  to  retain 
these  coins  in  the  colony.  He  instructed  a convict  forger  to  punch 
a circular  piece  out  of  the  centre  of  every  one  of  the  8 reales  coins, 
with  the  result  that  there  now  existed  two  distinctly  separate  pieces, 
an  outer  ring  and  an  inner  disc.  The  outer  rings  of  the  old  Pieces-of- 
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Eight  were  then  overstruck  along  their  inner  rims,  on  one  side  with 
the  wording  "New  South  Wales  1813",  and  on  the  other  with  the  words 
Shillings  , their  new  value,  These  "new"  coins  became  known 
as  Holey  Dollars".  The  inner  discs  of  the  multilated  8 reales  were 
cleaned  on  both  sides  to  give  them  a smooth  finish,  whereafter  they 
were  restruck,  on  one  side  with  a crown  in  their  centre  and  the  leaend 
New  South  Wales  1813  running  along  the  rim,  and  on  the  other  side 
with  their  value  "Fifteen  Pence"  as  inscription.  This  second  "new" 
coin  was  called  a "Dump".  Two  coins  out  of  onel 

Whereas  the  Piece-of-Eight  was  only  worth  4/9d  in  Enalish  currency 
the  Government  of  New  South  Wales  had  fixed  its  value  at  five  shil- 
lings. Yet,  together,  the  two  new  coins  originating  from  the  very 
same  Piece-of-Eight  now  showed  a value  of  6/3d.  Not  only  did  this 
represent  a nice  gain  for  the  colony,  but  at  the  same  time  it  made 
the  export  of  the  new  coins  unprofitable,  apart  from  this  fact  that 
their  export  was  now  strictly  prohibited  and  heavy  penalties  were 
threatened  and  applied.  As  the  holey  dollars  and  dumps  were  easily 

recognisable,  the  risk  of  their  being  taken  out  of  the  country  became 
too  great. 


It  is  understood  that  the  coins  were  released  for  circulation  in  1814 
They  found  ready  acceptance  and  served  the  country  well.  Governor 
Lachlan  Macquarie  had  won  the  battle!  The  coins  remained  in  circula- 
tion for  some  15  vears,  until  1829,  by  which  time  they  had  been  phased 
out  by  the  government  and  been  replaced  with  British  coins  which  had 
become  available  in  the  interim. 

Did  Governor  Macquarie  realise  that  he  had  been  responsible  for  the 
production  of  Australia's  own  first  coins?  Because  of  the  holey  dol- 
lar and  the  dump,  both  showing  New  South  Wales  as  their  country  of 
issue,  must  be  considered  just  that.  Not  a great  many  of  these  in- 
triguing coins  , coins  with  a store  of  history  to  back  them  up,  have 
survived,  hence  they  are  much  sought  after  and,  as  is  the  case  with 
most  scarce  items,  they  are  now  rather  costly.

DUCETIUS,  A BARBARIAN  OF  SICILY

Menaenum  was  a Sikel  town  on  the  eastern  Sicilian  coast.  It  was  the 
birthplace  of  the  Siculi  chief  Ducetius,  who  for  a long  period  in  the 
mid-fifth  century  BC,  carried  on  a war  with  the  Greeks  and  made  him- 
self a terror  to  the  Greek  Cities  of  Sicily.  He  finally  was  defeated 
and  surrendered  to  the  Syracusans  who  exiled  him  to  Corinth  (just 
exile  for  a "Barbarian"  terrorist  is  pretty  hard  to  swallow.)  He 
subsequently  returned  to  Sicily  and  founded  the  city  of  Calacte,  where 
he  died  in  440  BC  (in  his  own  bed,  no  doubt;  incredible  story).

M.  G.  Hibbard.  BOER  WAR  TRIBUTE  MEDALS.  Published  by  Constantia 
Classics  Publications,  P.  0.  Box  122,  Fourways  2055,  Sandton,  South

In  1899  war  broke  out  in  South  Africa  between  the  British  and  the 
Boers.  Although  the  Boers  fought  bravely  and  the  British  suffered 
many  early  setbacks,  the  final  outcome  was  never  in  doubt.  Volun- 
teers poured  in  from  all  over  the  British  Empire  to  augment  the  reg- 
ular British  forces,  and  with  an  overwhelming  advantage  in  men  and 
equipment.  Field  Marshall  Lord  Roberts  was  able  to  contain  the  Boer 
offensive  in  1900  and  complete  the  mopping  up  in  1901. 

As  the  war  wound  down  in  the  last  half  of  1900,  the  volunteers  started 
returning  home.  Cities  and  towns  from  Canada  to  New  Zealand  staged 
welcoming  ceremonies  for  their  returning  sons.  Many  communities  and 
organizations  ordered  special  medals  struck  for  presentation  to  their 
war  heroes,  in  recognition  of  their  service  to  Queen  and  Empire.  It 
is  these  tribute  medals  which  are  the  subject  of  Mr.  Hibbard  s book. 

Included  in  the  book  are  complete  and  accurate  descriptions  of  all 
the  some  173  Boer  War  tribute  medals  known  to  the  author.  Most  are 
from  his  own  very  extensive  collection;  others  are  included  through 
the  cooperation  of  museums  and  private  collectors  of  South  Africa  and 
the  British  Commonwealth.  In  addition  to  descriptions  of  the  medals 
themselves,  the  author  provides  information  about  the  communities 
which  issued  the  medals,  and  about  the  presentation  ceremonies,  the 
recipients,  and  the  number  of  medals  issued  (where  known).  Each  medal 
is  illustrated  with  an  enlarged  photograph  of  both  obverse  and  reverse. 
Most  are  in  full  color  against  a black  background,  produced  with  in- 
comparable skill  by  Gerald  Hoberman,  whose  book  The  Art  of  Coins  and 
their  Photography  has  established  a new  standard  of  coin  photography. 

With  Hoberman's  photography  and  Hibbard's  research  and  superb  descrip- 
tions, this  book  is  a joy  to  peruse.  It  will  undoubtedly  remain  the 
definitive  reference  for  its  subject,  and  a source  of  lasting  pleasure 
to  Boer  War  medal  buffs.

Following  the  world-wide  success  with  his  excellent  book  The  Art  of 
Coins  and  their  Photography  the  author  Gerald  Hoberman,  in  conjunction 
with  Spink  & Son  of  London,  has  now  gone  one  step  further  in  offering 
the  numismatic  fraternity,  as  well  as  art  lovers  in  general, 
treat,  this  being  a set  of  coin  colour  slides.  Hoberman  has 
from  his  book  60  of  the  most  beautiful  and  interesting  coins

The  photographs  for  the  coin  slides  were  taken  with  a camera  which 
produces  pictures  of  a square  size  and  uses  rolls  of  flim  broader 
than  the  normal  35mm  types.  The  outside  dimensions  of  the  slide 
frames  are  identical  with  those  of  their  conventional  35nm  counter- 
parts, and  thus  they  fit  into  any  35mm  slide  projector;  and  yet,, 
they  differ  considerably  from  the  latter  inasmuch  as  their  plastic 
frame  enclosing  the  square  display  area  is,  on  all  the  four  sides, 
very  narrow.  Hence  these  superslides  are  able  to  accomodate  pict- 
ures almost  twice  in  size  to  those  fitting  into  the  usual  35mm 
frames.  This  then  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  actual  coin  photo- 
graphs inserted  into  these  superslides  are  so  much  bigger  than  any 
photos  which  could  be  placed  into  the  standard  size  frames.  Indeed, 
the  coins  featured  on  the  superslides  are  large  enough  to  allow  the 
viewer  to  enjoy  them  even  without  magnification.  Projected  onto 
the  screen  they  divulge,  as  never  before,  every  detail,  particularly 
the  supreme  craftsmanship  of  the  artist  who  designed  them  and  who 
cut  their  dies.  Equally,  they  clearly  reveal  the  difficulties  en- 
countered in  their  striking  process,  such  as  metal  stresses,  and 
finally,  by  virtue  of  Hoberman's  great  artistic  and  photographic 
ability,  they  display  the  many  subtle  hues  of  toning  which  makes 
such  coins  so  attractive.  For  their  protection  and  optical  sta- 
bility the  individual  photos  have  been  mounted  in  their  frames 
between  anti -newton-ring  glass. 

To  view  these  slides  is  a most  enlightening  and  exciting  experience. 
These  slides  are  a feast  for  the  eye  - and  they  are  eye-openers  too, 
as,  and  this  applies  especially  to  the  ancient  coins  shown  in  this 
set,  it  has  now  been  made  possible  for  the  first  time,  to  really 
appreciate  and  to  admire  the  craft  displayed  on  these  ever-so-small 
metal  discs. 

The  coins  are  pieces  of  art  and  so,  thanks  to  Hoberman's  clever 
choice  of  the  slide  format  and  his  superb  photographic  technique, 
are  these  superslides  on  which  they  appear.  Since  this  set  of 
slides  is  referred  to  as  "No.  1 Series",  one  can  hopefully  look 
forward  to  further  sets  of  such  fascinating  and  well  presented 
colour  slides.  Incidentally,  this  series  of  60  slides  is  housed 
in  three  plastic  pocket  sheets  and  is  accompanied  by  a leaflet, 
artfully  and  most  attractively  produced  similar  to  the  book,  fully 
describing  the  displayed  coins. 

The  selling  price  of  this  set  of  colour  slides  in  England  is  £70  plus 
postage,  which  on  first  thought  may  appear  to  be  rather  expensive, 
but  one  cannot  really  expect  to  acquire  60  pieces  of  art,  and  to  be 
able  to  view  and  enjoy  them,  at  one's  convenience,  time  and  again, 
for  a very  much  lower  figure.  No  - they  certainly  are  worth  their 
quoted  price.

Anders  Berglund  and  V.  V.  Zakharov.  THE  NOVGOROD  MINT  DURING  THE 
SWEDISH  OCCUPATION , 1611-1617.  V + 56pp , 8V  X 11"  card  covers, 
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with  map,  illustrations  and  reproductions  of  original  Mint  documents.

When  the  Swedes  withdrew  in  1617  from  Novgorod,  which  they  had  oc- 
cupied for  six  years,  they  carried  with  them  all  official  records, 
including  those  of  the  Novgorod  Mint.  These  are  still  held  in  the 
State  Archives  at  Stockholm.  The  authors  have  analyzed  a consider- 
able mass  of  these  archaic  papers  (written  in  old-Slavonic  manuscript) 
to  derive  the  clearest  picture  available  so  far  of  the  fiscal  pol- 
icies and  minting  activities  of  this  important  North-Russian  trading 
center  during  a particularly  turbulent  period. 

The  acquisition  of  specie  is  traced  week-to-week , and  the  actual 
coinage  and  its  progressive  devaluation  is  documented  and  compared 
with  what  was  happening  in  the  same  period  at  mints  still  under  Rus- 
sian control.  The  Novgorod  matochniks  (master  dies)  are  described, 
and  there  are  numerous  reproductions  of  original  documents,  with 
rendition  into  letter-press  Slavonic  and  translation  into  English. 

The  book  presents  a reasoned  treatment  of  an  important  episode  in 
Russian  monetary  and  numismatic  history,  and  it  is  the  only  refer- 
ence work  on  the  subject  now  in  print.

Zander  H.  Klawans.  AN  OUTLINE  OF  ANCIENT  GREEK  COINS.  Reprint  of 
Whitman  Publications  Co.  Second  (and  last)  Edition  1964,  by  Durst

This  reprint  is  still  the  standard  introductory  handbook  on  collect- 
ing and  studying  ancient  Greek  coins,  coins  that  span  nearly  nine 
centuries. 

In  these  206  pages  Mr.  Klawans  illustrates  City  coins,  coins  of  Rulers 
and  Dynasties.  He  comments  he  spent  many  months  searching  catalogs 
back  30-35  years  old  for  coin  illustrations  that  could  be  easily 
found  for  the  average  collector.  Others  he  left  out  because  they 
were  of  either  rare  or  insignificant  coins. 

So,  here  we  have  the  results  of  careful  searching  for  coin  illustra- 
tions useful  to  the  collector,  student,  researcher.  The  main  body 
of  the  work  has  illustrations  of  coins  from  hundreds  of  Cities,  Dy- 
nasties and  Rulers;  a compact  easily  read  introduction  to  their 
study  and  enjoyment.  We  read  of  their  denominations  from  the  huge 
decadrachms  to  the  tiniest  part  of  the  obol , in  various  metals; 
how  to  read  their  Greek  inscriptions;  and  how  to  "date"  the  coins 
is  divided  into  various  periods  of  styles  of  coin-making  and  designs. 

As  I said,  the  book  is  a reprint  of  the  fascinating  Whitman  last  ed- 
ition almost  20  years  ago.  This  Durst  reprint  adds  a two-page  ad- 
ditional bibliography  of  the  most  recent  books  for  the  further  study 
and  enjoyment  of  ancient  Greek  coins.

This  10th  edition  of  the  standard  catalogue  on  South  African  coins 
was  released  in  March  1983.  The  book  catalogues  all  South  African 
coins  from  the  1874  Burgers  gold  one  pond  (the  country's  first  coin) 
through  the  1983  coinage;  all  pattern  coins  and  the  banknotes  issued 
by  the  South  African  Reserve  Bank  from  1921  to  date,  as  well  as  proof 
sets,  uncirculated  mint  sets  and  medallions. 

A clear  photograph  for  both  sides  of  each  type  coins  is  shown.  Many 
of  the  photos  are  new  for  this  edition.  The  mintage  and  valuations 
in  South  African  Rands  for  4 grades  of  preservation  (F,  VF,  EF  & UNC) 
are  given  for  each  date  coin.  Valuations  have  increased  considerably 
in  EF  and  UNC  grades  for  many  of  the  earlier  coins,  especially  those 
of  the  Z.  A.  R.  and  King  George  V,  reflecting  the  scarcity  of  many 
of  these  early  date  coins  in  the  top  grades. 

A mintage  and  valuation  is  given  for  each  proof  set. 

Medallions  are  listed  and  described  but  photographs  and  valuations 
are  not  given. 

Pattern  coins  of  the  Burgers  series.  South  African  Republic  Series, 
Orange  Free  State  Series,  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Series,  Griguatown  Series 
and  the  1963-1965  Transitional  Patterns,  Trial  Patterns  and  Select 
Committee  Patterns  are  illustrated,  described  and  valued. 

The  banknotes  issued  by  the  South  African  Reserve  Bank  from  1921  to 
date  are  thoroughly  described  and  valued  for  one  grade  of  preserv- 
ation. Photos  are  not  given  as  it  is  illegal  to  do  so. 

This  is  South  Africa's  oldest  coin  catalogue.  The  first  few  editions 
were  edited  by  the  late  Dr.  Alec  Kaplan.  His  son.  Dr.  Stanley  M. 
Kaplan,  continued  to  edit  the  catalogue  through  a number  of  editions 
after  his  father's  death  and  carried  on  a coin  business.  Stan  Kaplan 
had  prepared  most  of  the  material  for  this  10th  edition  at  the  time 
of  his  death  from  cancer  in  the  fall  of  1982.  Stan's  son,  Michael 
Kaplan,  finished  the  present  edition  after  his  father's  death  and 
hopefully  will  present  numismatists  with  new  editions  periodically 
during  the  coming  years.

Gernod  Schnee.  SAECHSISCHE  TALER  1500-1800  UND  ABSCHLAEGE  VON  TALER-

This  monumental  work  constitutes  a corpus  of  all  the  Talers  and  Mul- 
tiple Talers  of  the  Saxe-Ernestine  and  Saxe-Albertine  lines  and  of 
all  the  various  minor  principalities  which  were  derived  from  them. 

It  lists,  describes,  illustrates  and  gives  standard  reference  cit- 
ations on  1189  coins.  An  introduction  defines  and  dates  the  various 
successive  monetary  standards,  and  provides  necessary  dynastic  data 
on  the  rulers  involved  and  on  the  successions  which  created  some- 
times ephemeral  duchies  and  caused  intricacies  that  have  baffled 
collectors  and  even  numismatic  writers. 

Two  of  the  heretofore  most  quote  references,  Tentzl  and  Dassdorf, 
are  over  200  and  100  years  old  respectively;  and  the  Merseburger  cata- 
logue of  1894,  while  comprehensive,  is  too  laconic.  The  Davenport 
catalogues  do  their  job  well,  but  with  their  broader  range  they  do 
not  seek  to  provide  the  sort  of  specialized  detail  found  in  Schnee 's 
work. 

The  author  draws  on  the  entire  body  of  existing  literature,  including 
the  principal  auction  catalogues,  and  he  has  benefitted  from  the  sup- 
port of  numerous  museums,  private  collectors,  and  dealers.  His  il- 
lustrations are  of  a consistently  high  order,  and  the  descriptions 
are  precise  and  clear.  Off-strikes  are  regularly  signalled,  as  are 
lesser  variations  of  a given  type  variety. 

The  Saxon  series  is  the  largest,  most  complex,  and  in  some  ways  most 
interesting, in  the  German  numismatic  field.  Its  very  complexity  has 
too  often  discouraged  collectors  and  led  them  to  shun  it.  The 
Schnee  catalogue  changes  all  that.  The  field  is  so  vast  that  not 
many  can  hope  to  assemble  a thoroughgoing  collection;  but  with  this 
reference  the  patient  collector  is  able  now  to  chart  his  way  clearly 
and  confidently. 

Schee's  book  becomes  at  once  the  standard  work  (the  author  intends 
in  due  course  to  extend  in  further  volumes  his  coverage  to  minor 
coins  &c).  It  is  an  eminently  usable  book,  unambiguous,  well  indexed, 
convenient  to  the  hand,  and  sturdy.

The  5th  edition  of  this  standard  work  was  released  early  in  March 
1983.  The  colorful  paper  cover  is  completely  covered  with  a display 
of  the  banknotes  and  coins  of  the  Malaysia  area  countries  featured 
in  the  work.  The  catalogue  is  now  the  standard  reference  for  the 
valuation  of  this  series.  New  features  of  this  edition  include  a 
complete  revision  and  enlargement  of  the  paper  money  section  with 
many  more  photographs  and  more  varieties  catalogued.  For  the  first 
time  obverse  and  reverse  photos  are  presented  for  all  Japanese  In- 
vasion type  notes  covered  in  the  catalogue. 

The  first  part  of  the  work  catalogues  the  coins  of  British  North 
Borneo,  British  Trade  Dollars,  Brunei  (1887  on),  Malaya,  Malaya  & 
British  Borneo,  Malaysia,  Penang,  Sarawak,  Singapore  Merchants 
Tokens,  Singapore  and  Straits  Settlements.  Clear  photos  of  both 
sides  of  all  type  coins  are  given  as  well  as  their  metallic  compos- 
ition. Coins  are  catalgoued  by  date  and  mint  mark  in  up  to  six 
conditions  (VG  through  Proof)  and  mintage  figures  are  given.  A 
listing  of  overdate  varieties  with  their  valuations  is  presented 
for  the  British  trade  dollar  series.  A listing  of  proof  and  uncir- 
culated sets  is  given  with  a valuation  for  each  set.  Nine  pages  are 
devoted  to  the  Singapore  Merchants  Tokens  (1828-1853)  with  all  type 
tokens  illustrated.  Tokens  of  other  series  are  not  listed. 

The  second  part  of  the  work  catalogues  the  paper  money  of  British 
North  Borneo,  Brunei,  Malaya,  Malaya  & British  Borneo,  Malaysia, 
Sarawak,  Singapore  and  Straits  Settlements.  Japanese  occupation 
banknotes  issued  for  Burma,  Malaya,  Netherlands  East  Indies,  Oceania 
and  Philippines  are  catalogued.  Private  issues  of  paper  money  is- 
sued in  the  Malaysia  provinces  of  Johore  and  Selangor  and  the  settle- 
ment of  Sungei  Buloh  are  also  listed.  Malays  rubber  export  coupons, 
Sarawak  rubber  coupons,  Malaya  formic  acid  coupons  and  Federated 
Malaya  States  War  Loan  Bond  Certificates  are  also  catalogued.  A 
photograph  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  sides  of  all  type  notes  is 
given  as  well  as  the  size  of  most  notes.  Separate  entries  are  given 
varieties  such  as  signature,  date,  color,  spelling  of  words,  seal 
color,  printer,  replacement  notes,  etc.  Notes  are  valued  in  up 
to  5 conditions  from  VG  through  UNC.  Photo  enlargement  of  parts  of 
some  notes  show  important  varieties  such  as  slight  changes  in  the 
portrait  of  King  George  VI  and  inscription  on  Malaya  notes. 

Prices  in  Malaysia  ringgit  are  realistic  and  should  be  of  aid  to 
those  interested  in  the  series.  Prices  for  top  grades  of  many 
scarce  coins  and  notes  have  been  raised  somewhat  in  this  edition 
and  prices  for  lower  grades  of  some  items  have  been  decreased. 

The  author  has  been  dealing  in  stamps,  coins  and  banknotes  of  the 
Malaysian  area  for  23  years  and  is  very  familiar  with  the  subject 
matter.  Mr.  Tan  has  published  several  catalogues  on  the  stamps 
of  the  Malaysia  area.

THE  MYSTERIOUS  ALUMINUM  DRAGON  DOLLAR

The  ONLY  Known  Chinese  Imp.  Coin  in  Aluminum 

The  Mysterious  Aluminum  Dragon  Dollar  inscribed  Teng-Tien  Province 
made  its  first  public  appearance  March  5,  1977  as  Lot  883  in  Jess 
Peters'  Chicago  International  Coin  Fair  Auction,  and  was  purchased  for 
$5,000  by  Richard  Nelson  of  the  Money  Company.  At  the  time  I thought 
it  was  a modern  fantasy,  but  I am  now  convinced  that  it  is  a pattern 
— the  only  Chinese  Imperial  coin  struck  in  aluminum.  Ironically,  the 
piece  was  discovered  at  the  coin  shop  in  which  I am  now  a partner,  and 
was  purchased  as  a token.  There  is  a 50  cent  piece  with  the  same 
spelling  error  but  struck  in  brass  in  England. 
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
